RESPONSE TO SQUEEZE 

West Germany canceled the 
agreement as of Dec. 31, 1960, in 
retaliation for the recent Com- 
munist squeeze on Berlin. The 
Bonn government at the same 
time announced willingness to 
discuss a new agreement in re- 
turn for Communist guarantees 
on access to the isolated city. 

The official said arrangements 
covering shipments to and from 
the city and the ramning of rail- 
way trains between Berlin and 
the West would expire along with 
the East-West German trade 
pact. 

RELIES ON WEST 

Berlin, 110 miles inside Com- 
munist territory, felies almost 
eritirely on West Germany for its’ 
vital supplies. However, the city 
has built up a strategic reserve 


of food and fuel to last its 2,200- 
000 residents for about one year 
in case of a Communist block- 
ade. 


“Should there be no trade 
agreement then all supplemen- 
tary agreements covering the 
shipments of goods to and from 
Berlin will expire along with 
the trade pact,’ Siemer said. 


Questions covered in these sup- 
plementary arrangements includ- 
ed deliveries of gas, water and 
elettricity as well as the dispatch 
of freight trains to and from 
Berlin, he added. 

PERMITS NEEDED 

“All shipments of goods te and 
from Berlin, internal ones as 
well as imports and exports, re- 
quire permits stamped by East 
German authorities,” he said. 
“Permits have been handled gen- 
erously, but this state of affairs 
will cease when the trade pact 
runs out.” 


Under existing agreements 16 
goods trains run between West 
Germany and Berlin daily in each 
direction. This arrangement orig- 
inally was worked out by the

CARROLLTON —A_ 38-year-old 
Carrollton man has been identified 
as one of a party of six heavily 
armed white men who took a Ne- 
gro man and woman from their 
home, stripped them naked and 
flogged them, Carroll County Sher- 
iff Hugh L. Lambert said Sunday. 


The sheriff identified the sus- 
pect as Arlin Bass. He said it was 
general knowledge that Bass is a 
member of the Ku Klux Klan. 
Bass is charged with kidnaping. 


The incident occurred the night 
of Oct. 6, but was not disclosed 
until a Jetter was written by an 
“indignant citizen’’ who did not 
sign his name. Sheriff Lambert 
said he received a copy of the let- 
ter. 

The sheriff said the Negroes 
were taken from their home at 
Whitesburg, 12 miles southeast of

_ Two and one-third million Georgians 
are of voting age. 

One million, two hundred thousand are 
registered to vote. 

- Four years ago, when the above fig- 
ures were slightly less, only 669,000 
Georgians voted. 

Even when you leave. out felons, il- 
literates and the insane, you can see that 
far too few Georgians are exercising their 
right to vote. 

You would think state leaders would 
worry about this. Apparently they don’t. 
Instead of encouraging more participation 
by citizens in the democratic process, they 
‘tend to discourage it. 

For instance, registration is closed off 
six months before an election, though 
interest in campaigns is always greatest 
Close to election day. Residency require- 
ments are harsh. An individual must have 
lived in a county six months prior to the 
election before he can vote. 

Latest census figures show that Geor- 
gia has had the seventh largest increase 
ef residents of voting age in the nation 
Since the last election (when it ranked 
fourth from last in voter turnout). That’s 
principally due to our lower age re- 
quirement for voting. It’s ironic that a 
State that led the way in extending the 
franchise to 18-year-olds should also be 
one that throws so many roadblocks in 
the path of its voters.

Nixon has left an impression 
that if he should become presi- 
dent he would fight to defend 
those offshore islands from any 
Red Chinese conquest—not con- 
cede “an inch of free territory” 
anywhere, as he puts it, to the 
Communists. 

Sen. Kennedy has refused to ac- 
cept in advance any such policy 
of implied commitment of Ameri- 
can forces. So Nixon now accuses 
Kennedy of a “‘woolly thinking’ 
attitude just short of appease- 
ment, Kennedy now accuses Nix- 
on of a “trigger-happy” attitude 
which might put this country into 
nuclear world war over two dots 
of land and rocks not in and of 
themselves vital to the defense of 
Formosa, Formosa, itself he, too, 
would defend at all cost. 

No greater political gamble has 
ever been undertaken—by both 
sides—in any presidential cam- 
paign over bits of ground s0 small 
and so far away. Nixon’s people 
privately concede that heretofore 
he possibly had been running a 
bit behind Kennedy. They see the 
new issue as a chance to recoup.

It is not today viewed like that 
in Peking. There is one flower 
and only one species.

There 
is no doubt about the ideological 
row that is now going on between 
the Soviet Union and China. The 
real doubt is how significant it is. 

Khrushchev, I think, genuinely 
believes in peaceful coexistence 
with the West; not because he 
likes the West but because he be- 
lieves it will die of its own fatal 
disease of capitalism. 

Why wage a suicidal nuclear 
war which would destroy Europe 
completely and at least half de- 
stroy the United States and the 
Soviet Union? No one, whether 
they live in Moscow, Manchester 
or Minneapolis, would ever en- 
joy the fruits of 20th century civi- 
lization again. 

The Chinese will have none of 
it, They are not industrialized as 
the Soviet Union and Europe and 
America are, They have no great 
complexes of cities like Stalin- 
grad, Sverdlovsk, the Ruhr, the 
Black Country or Chicago and

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However, they have people to 
spare. Their swarming popula- 
tion is over 600,000,000—three 
times as many as the Russians, 
nearly four times as many as the 
Americans and about 12 times as 
many as the British. There are 
reports that the Chinese leaders, 
used to endless disasters of fam- 
ine, flood and drought that have 
killed countless millions of their 
people for over 4,000 years con- 
template with comparative 
equanimity the death of a quar- 
ter of their population in hydro- 
gen bomb warfare. 

They would still be left with 
quite a lot with’ which to wage 
the final war for world commu- 
nism against an almost defense- 
less globe. 

The Chinese accuse the Rus- 
sians of being ‘weak in political 
beliefs."’ At the moment they have 
not the means to wage nuclear 
war. It may not be long before 
they have.

Ike Starts 6,70-Mile Trip | 
With Hop to Detroit Today

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Presi- 
dent Eisenhower returned to the 
White House from the brilliant 
autumn coloring of his Gettysburg 
farm Sunday after spending the 
weekend resting for a 6,700-mile 
trip starting Monday. 


The President’s trip, described 
as ‘non-political,’ will begin in 
Detroit with a major address on 
the economy an@ end in Mexico 
and Texas. There will be time 
out for rests in Denver and Palm 
Springs, Calif. 


Eisenhower's first appearance 
will be a speech Monday night at 


the opening of the Detroit auto 
show. He later will dedicate a}

bridge at Red Wing, Minn., visit 
his birthplace at Abilene, Kans., 
and speak in San Francisco and 
San Diego, Calif. 


On Oct. 24 he will cross the 
Mexican border to confer with 
President Lopez Mateos. The trip 
will conclude that evening when 
the President addresses students 
at Rice University in Houston, 
Texas. 


Eisenhower relaxed for the trip 
by spending the weekend in Get- 
tysburg, where he celebrated his 
70th birthday with his wife, son, 
daughter-in-law and  grandchil- 
dren.

In Epileptic Fit

petit mal or little bad type results 
in an attack of only a second or 
two, or very few seconds’ dura- 
tion; with the victim perhaps 
pausing in mid-sentence, and then 
going on again as though nothing 
has happened. 


The development, in recent 
years, of the anti-convulsant 
drugs, has reduced greatly the 
number of attacks of grand mal 
epilepsy. 


But when one does occur, what 
can you do? 


If it is a person with whom you 
are familiar, you may, like the 
patient, notice some preceding 
signs, or “aura,”’ which some- 
times gives forewarning of a 
seizure. 


Sometimes muscular twitching, 
pallor, flushing,- yawning or other 
signs may be harbingers. Then 
there's loss of consciousness, the 
extremities become rigid, the 


1. Tinea the patient from 
hurting himself as he thrashes 
about. Don’t try to hold him rigid- 
ly still. Just see that he does not 
bruise or otherwise hurt himself 
by banging against the wall, floor 
or furniture. 


ble, to prevent him from swal- 
lowing his tongue. 

3. If possible (sometimes it 
isn't) place something between his 
teeth—a. small piece of wood, 
pencil, or whatever—to keep him 
from biting his tongue. 


4. Open his collar for easier 
breathing.

Disturbed Child Kept 


Out of Sight in School 


By JEAN ROONEY 


Schools are so concerned with 
establishing their reputation 
and training young scientists 
to take us to the moon that 
they tend to “unload” or keep 
out of sight the emotionally 
disturbed child. 

This is the opinion of Dr. 
William C. Kvaraceus, chair- 
man of the Department of Spe- 
cial Education, Boston Univer- 
sity, who spoke at a weekend 
workshop at Rock Eagle Park 
over the weekend. 


The nationally known educa- 
tor addressed a state clinic for 
teachers and students who work 
with exceptional children. Spon- 
sor of the event was the Geor- 
gia Federation, Council for Ex- 
ceptional Children. 

NOT A WAREHOUSE 

“The school does not have 
a hospital function or a ware- 
house one. It’s not a place to 
store problem children, out of 
sight and mind,”’ the educator 
said. 

He stressed that the school 
has a teaching and learning 
function that should cover the 
emotionally disturbed child. 


“In a large system, less than 
one per cent of the children 
are too emotionally sick to be 
in school,” he said. 


Another borderline group, 
perhaps eight per cent of the 
school population, is disturbed 
sufficiently to need special help. 


SPECIAL CLASSES 


These’ can best be handled 
in special classes set up by 
the schools, with a psychologist, 
psychiatrist, case worker and 
teacher team taking over. 


The Boston visitor suggested 
that a third group, the young- 
sters “‘who flare up occasion- 
ally’”’ and have behavior prob- 
lems can be integrated into the 
regular classroom. 


“That is, if the teacher has 
the proper positive and diag- 
nostic attitude.” 


After studying the problem 
on a national basis, Dr. 
Kvaraceus believes schools are 
in an “angry mood” and ready 
to fight back on their responsi- 
bility to this group of ex- 
ceptional children. 


THE HEAT IS ON 


“The heat is on the school 
people for so many things, that 
they are at the irritability level 
on this subject,” he said. 


He found, in a recent national 
study, that teachers “wanted 
the problem child out of the 
classroom. 


“Some 45 per cent simply 


want to get rid of the recal- 
citrant learner,” he said. 


The educator warned that 
setting up a program for ‘emo- 
tionally disturbed youngsters is 
expensive and the public must 
be willing to pay. 


He urged that a careful dis- 


tinction be made between emo- . 


tionally and socially disturbed 
children. Each group needs spe- 
cial planning, he said.

FOOD AND YOU 
Honey Has 
Same Value 


As Sugar 


By FREDERICK STARE, M.D. 


Q. Does honey have ad- 
vantages over sugar as a life 
preserver? I contend that it 
is mostly carbohydrates with 
a trace of iron, yet my father 
insists that it has antiseptic 
qualities, is good for ulcers, 
high blood pressure, replaces 
all vitamin supplements, is a 
complete food, a bronchial 
cough aid, and many more.— 
R. E., New York. 


A. The nutritive qualities of 
honey are identical to those of 
sugar. The trace of minerals in 
honey is so infinitesimal that it 
has no effect on health. If your 
father prefers honey to sugar, 
there is no reason why he 
should not have it, but he 
should not place any faith in 
its life preserving powers, es- 
pecially if he suffers from some 
of the ailments you mention. 


@. Where can a person 
with a serious chronic nu- 
trition problem get a compre- 
hensive check-up, diagnosis 
and treatment? 


A. Doctors still take care of 
sick people. More and more 
emphasis is still being placed 
by the medical profession on 
trying to keep well people well, 
that is, practice preventive 
medicine. You better let your 
doctor decide if you have a se- 
rious chronic nutrition prob- 
lem, and if you have, he will 
know what can be done. 


Q. Is there a_ significant 
loss of vitamins on exposure 
to light and heat? Most foods 
are exposed, cooked, dehy- 


drated or frozen. What do 


these processes do to the 
natural nutrient content of 
fresh foods? 


A. Riboflavin, one of the 
“B” vitamins, is about the only 
nutrient appreciably destroyed 
by exposure to sunlight. The 
thiamine and ascorbic acid con- 
tent of some foods can be re- 
duced by heat—particularly by 
poor cooking practices such as 
cooking too long, or in too much 
water. Losses of nutrients in 
the commercial processing of 
food such as freezing, canning, 
and dehydration are minor and 
have little practical impor- 
tance.

Journal Predicts 


First Period Slump 


CLEVELAND (# — Steel Maga- 
zine predicted a 10 point jump in 
the national steel mill operating 


rate by the first quarter of next 
year. 


The rise will come about as 
buyers stop cutting inventories, 
reported the Journal, predicting 
that demand will increase by one 
million tons a month—the rate at 
which stockpiles have been shrink- 
ing. 

NO HEDGE BUYING 

The weekly publication noted 
that no hedge buying of steel is 
expected in the next month in 
anticipation of higher prices. 


Steel consumption for 1960 is 
expected to be about 105 million 
ingot tons, or 76 million finished 
product valent to 70 
per cent of the nation’s steel- 
making capacity. 


Despite a predicted recession 
next year, commercial research 
men in the industry are pegging 
1961 steel product consumption at 
75 million tons, or 70 million at 
worst. Even under the worst con- 
ditions imaginable, they would ex- 
pect demand for steel to be 
stronger six months from now 
than it is today, steel reported. 


LOWERING DEMAND 


Marketing men also expect steel 
consumption next year to be 
moderately lower in the automo- 
tive, appliance, capital equip- 
ment, and construction indus- 
tries. They look for slightly higher 
consumption by container manu- 
facturers and the oil and gas in- 
dustry. Drilling activity is not 
expected to increase next year, 
but inventory reduction will end, 
forcing buyers to order as much 
steel as they're using. 


Last week, steelmakers op- 
erated their furnaces at 54.6 per 
cent of capacity, up 1.2 percent- 
age points from the previous 
week's revised rate. Output was 
about 1,556,000 ingot tons.

Soviet relations with the Alger- 
ian rebels have broadened despite 
a warning from President Charles 
de Gaulle that France would sever 
diplomatic ties if an Algerian 
mission was set up in the Soviet 
capital. The Kremlin is still tread- 
ing cautiously although its atti- 
tude towards the French has 
cooled considerably since Khrush- 
chev visited Paris last March. 


The aid program for Algeria is 
being represented as one spon- 
sored by the Central Council of 
Trade Unions rather than the gev- 
ernment. 


S. Trubnikov, a trade union 
spokesman, said in Odessa that 
the aid program was undertaken 
on request of an Algerian trade 
union organization. 


TO ADOPT ORPHANS 


Trubnikov, who will accompany 
the aid consignment to Tunisia, 
said that in addition to the 120 
technicians, Algerian Trade Union 
officials will be invited to the 
Soviet Union to study union or- 
ganization. Orphans will also be 
brought over for “recuperation” 
in young Communist camps. 


The relief program has been 
made necessary, Trubnikov said, 
“because of atrocities of French 
colonialists who have destroyed 
thousands of Algerian villages.” 
He said 200,000 Algerians were 
homeless in Tunisia and Morocco. 


The Algerian aid program was 
stepped up as Pravda, the offi- 
cial party newspaper, confirmed 
the impression here that Khrush- 
chev’s attack on colonialism will 
constitute the central theme of 
Communist propaganda over the 
next weeks.

In creating an emotional ex- 
perience and through enlighten- 
ment NBC-TV and Purex, who 
teamed to present ““‘The Sacco- 
Vanzetti Story,’’ hope to “give 
the women an understanding of 
how these things can happen.” 


Although readers and viewers 
are apt to read a sensational 
connotation into announcements 
about the show and, for that 
matter, into the acutal TV pres- 
entation itself, such is not in- 
tended, the production staff has 
emphasized. 


“Hundreds of hours of work 
have gone into the preparation 
of this program,”’ said execu- 
tive producer Irving Gitlin. “If 
frigidity were not a_ serious 
problem affecting thousands of 
marriages adversely and filling 
the divorce courts, we would 
have chosen another topic. 


“But frigidity and its destruc- 
tive effects should not be hidden 
as mental iliness used to be. 
To bring light te such a dark 
area is often the most impor- 
tant part of connecting it. We 


hope our program will aid not 
only thousands of women, but 
equally men who suffer from 
the same problem.” 


“THE COLD WOMAN” will 


when he prepared the script: 

“I don’t want to hurt him but 
the feelings aren't there,”” a 
hesitant, frightened voice will 
say.

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Americans went to the 
polls 160 years ago in one 
of the strangest national 
presidential élections 
ever conducted in a de- 
mocracy. 

Less than three weeks be- 
fore the nation’s 44th presi- 
dential election, the NBC-TV 
Network’s series, Our Ameri- 
can Heritage, will dramatize the 
full story of the still-contro- 
versial fourth national elec- 
tion. 

The Friday telecast of ‘‘Not 
Without Honor” (7:30-8:30 p.m., 
Ch. 2) has its special guest 
star Ralph Bellamy in the role 
of Thomas Jefferson, eventual 
winner of the 1800 electoral 
college fireworks. 

Additional stars include Arthur 
Kennedy as Alexander Ham- 
ilton, leader of Jefferson's op- 
position and a tragic figure who 
eventually lost his life because 
of the election’s outcome; John 
Colicos as Aaron Burr, who 
tied Jefferson for the Presi- 
dency; and Howard St. John 
as George Washington, who 
tried unsuccessfully to dispel 
the bitterness of the campaign. 

Se peculiar was the outcome 
of this first tied election, and 
so tragic the aftermath, that 
the Congress deemed it neces- 
sary to amend the Constitution 
te preclude it ever happening 
again. 

Loosely-knitted American po- 
litical groups had begun to or- 
ganize during the years pre- 
ceding the election held on Nov. 
4, 1800. The Federalists—party 
of George Washington, Hamil- 
ton and John Adams—still advo- 
cating a strong central govern- 
ment with only limited power 
for the various states, began 
to encounter dissatisfaction with 
their policies. 

FORESAW DEFEAT 

Hamilten feresaw defeat for 
his party at the polls, and 
seught unsuccessfully te have 
Washington seek the office for 
a third term. In desperation, 
the Federalists decided to sup- 
port Adams, of Massachusetts, 
fer a second term, with Charles 
Pinckney of South Carolina, as 
his running mate. 

The Democratic - Republicans 
(forerunner of today’s Demo- 
cratic Party), following an 
agreement of mutual support 
between Thomas Jefferson and 
Aaron Burr, and believing that 
the states should yield to the 
federal government only that 
which was necessary, placed 
their hopes on Jefferson of 
Virginia and New York’s Burr— 
hoping to offset Hamilton’s

power in New York. 

When the electoral votes of 
1800 were counted, an unusual 
situation developed. The elec- 
tors cast 276 votes. Of these, 
73 were for Jefferson and 73 
for Burr, both Democrat-Repub- 
licans. Jefferson’s “agreement”’ 
with Burr for the latter te take 
second place on his ticket 
seemed to have backfired. 

The Federalists cast 65 votes 
for Adams, 64 for Pinckney and 
one vote for John Jay of New 


and Burr were tied for first 


place, the election was referred 
to the House of Representatives 
to decide which candidate 
would be president and which 
would be vice president.

factions, but of personalities. 
The balloting to decide the 
tie began im the House on Feb. 
11, 1801. The representatives 
did not vote individually, but 
by state groups with each 
state entitled te one vote. On 


the first ballot, Jefferson had 
eight states and Burr had six, 
with Maryland and Vermont so 
divided as to abstain. 


On Feb. 17, the 36th ballot 
was taken. Ten states now voted 
for Jefferson, four for Burr and 
two abstained. Jefferson was de- 
clared elected third president 
of the United States, and Burr 
had to accept the second po- 
sition.

Has the coun 
try matured politically, or are 
we just getting stodgy in our 
old age?
